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(57) Abstract: A dispenser for a fluid material includes a handle portion and a cartridge having the material to be dispensed. The 
cartridge is easily mounted to the handle portion or removed, whereby the handle portion may be used with a variety of cartridges, 
each of which may contain a selected material. The handle portion includes a plunger that is moved linearly by actuation of a trigger 
mechanism, which is engaged by a user's finger. The trigger mechanism is configured to release pressure applied to the plunger 
quickly upon release of pressure on the trigger and to allow the plunger to move away fi-om the cartridge to ensure release of pressure 
in the material to be dispensed to prevent dripping. 
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
